A dis-united laboz 
movement has given employers a 
theoretical bargaining advantage 
at lest. 


There is no immediate prospeci 


for a really strong American Labor 
Party, like Britain's Labour Party 
But it could emerge in due time 
through adversity. 


Opposition to the Taft-Hartley 


uAct has probably done much 
to 


'bring labor unity as far along as 


it has progressed this year. A ba< 
licking for union-endorsed candid 
ates in the 1950 and 1952 elections 
would make the labor unity move 
ment even stronger.

ball field. The mine is 30 miles 
south of Glasgow. The one known 
casualty was a rescue 
worker, 


Hugh Blacwood, 45, who died af- 
ter a heart ttck. 


Although there was no positive 


word as to the 12 missing miners, 
rescue crew leaders suggested that 
they may have taken refuge in 
some other part of the diggings. 


It was after the break-through to 


the main group that the black damp 
peril impeded completion of the 
rescue of the 116. 


At 2 a. m., the British 
Press 


association said reports reacher the 
surafce, where 200 persons main- 
tained a night and day vigil, that 
the men were in good spirits. The 
general manager of the mine de- 
scribed them as "in the best of fet- 
tle." The 116 were taken to an ad- 
joining pit for physical examina- 
tions and rest before being led to 
the mine entrance two miles dis- 
tant. 


It was then that the 
mine 


showed the presence of the dead- 
ly black damp.

Jsf the Trailways system this week. 


• Arkansas Trailways will become 
the 55th member eof the 69,000-mile 
system extending into 43 
states. 


The Arkansas Company's operat- 
ion between Memphis, Little Rock 
and Hot Springs over Highway 70, 
and Hot Springs and 
Texarkana 


over Highways 7 and 67 will close 
an important gap in the Trailways' 
operational picture. 


Other Arkansas Trailways oper- 


ations include service from Pre- 
scott to Magnolia and Springhill, 
La. , Prescott to Camden, 
and 


Prescott to Nashville, Arkansas. 


Revision of operating procedure 


to conform to the requirements of 
the Trailways system will be rou- 
tine without any effect on present 
schedules, McCIendon explaining. 
Repainting of the blue and white 
buses to match the familiar red; 
white and cream colors of Trail 
ways will begin immediately ant 
is expected to be completed within 
the next few months. 


McCIendon explained that

company had participated in the 
Trailways thru bus service 
from 


Memphis to Dallas and Memphis to 
Amarillo for the past year as a 
'bridge carrier'. As such, Arkansas 
bus passengers have been provided 
thru service into Miami, Denver, 
Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Ashville 


N. C, and the Rio Grande Valley 
with only one change of bus. 


McCIendon said that service o 


Trailways from New Orleans anc 
Monroe into Little Rock, Wichita 
Joplin-Little Rock, and Texarkana- 
Nashville-Hot Springs operations 
would be adjusted to tie in immedi- 
ately with all Arkansas Trailways 
service.

Testament, the Gospel by .Mark 
is, perhaps, the most invaluable. 


Matthew presents us with 
the 


geneology and. story 
of Bethle- 


hem. To Luke we owe a dazzling 
account of the birth of Jesus. John 
contributed many, facts .overlooked 
by the other Gospel writers and 
gave us a profound interpretation 
of the things he knew.'. 


But the Gospel by Mark stands 


out as a direct and simple 
ac- 


count of the life, death, ministry 
and resurrection of Jesus. 
The 


earliest writtsn of the Gospels 
Mark's work can be criticized for 
its irncompleteness.. In fact, his 
omission of many vital 
details 


prompted Luke to write the ful 
story as one who knew all from 
the very beginning. 


Mark's knowledge was 
mostly 


secon-hand for he was not one of 
the Twelve. U was known 
that 


he was an interpreter pi Peter, 
setting down what was

tanceship with Jesus, he did not 
feel qualified :to author a compre- 
hensive account and that is why 
we must turn to Matthew if W« 
wish to read the Sermon on the 
Mount.
